emergency organization so that work 
may be gotten under way at once; 


Able-bodied women who are willing 


to give half a day a week or so to 
aid the sisters in their work should 
get in touch with Mrs. Rourke at 
once. It is hoped that as many women 
as possible will attend this evening's 
meeting at 7.30.

SJ5,000 Voted 


At a special meeting of the munic- 


ipal 
council 
this 
morning 
Mayor 


Thompson introduced an order to bor- 
row $15,000 to be turned over to the 
board of health and used as the exi- 
gences of the present emergency re- 
quire. 


The emergency clause was attached 


and the council voted unanimously in 
favor of its passage. The loan 
will 


have to meet the approval of the capi- 
tal issues committee, but It is expected 
that the urgency of the need will spe^d 
this body up so that the money may be 
secured at once. It will be used just us 
far as the board of health sees fit. 


Automobile* Wanted

other workers In the epidemic. Xow 
that the League of Catholic Woman 
and the Catholic nuns have entered the 
field actively, the need is all the more 
acute.

As suggested in the several pa- 
pers, those who are willing and should 
be willing to offer the use of their au- 
tomobiles should phone me as the 
chairman of the vehicle transportation 
committee of the public safety com- 
mittee and offer the use of their cars 
so we may have a list made up for 
three1 or four days ahead. 
As it now is, the ladies in charge of 
the Guild are. giving their time freely 
and doing wonderful work In their ef- 
forts to stamp out tho epidemic, and 
some of them deserve a great deal of 
credit for their public spirited 
work. 
"Miss Harrington, the superintendent, is 
now sick, and Mrs. E. N. Burke and 
Mrs. K. D. Holden are devoting- their 
undivided attention to this work while 
Miss Harrington is sick and Miss Anna 
R. Roche is acting as 
superintendent 
during Miss Harrington's illness. 
The visiting nurses themselves have 
worked with untiring energy, and I 
venture to think they have

I, therefore, beg leave to suggest to 
von that you call to the attention of 
the public the fact that they should 
respond more freely to the request of

Lieutenant Kdward P. Cunningham 


of the local fire prevention bureau Is 
to be the guest of Chief G-uerin of 
New York on an invitation extended 
by him to Mr. Cunningham while in 
Boston in August. 


Chief Guerin is chairman of the fire 


prevention 
committee of the 
Safety 


First Federation of America. 
In re- | 


rds to his work on this effort to 


reduce the fire waste. Chief Guerin is 
known through the country as the 
"father of fire prevention/1 He,Is also 
looked upon as tho greatest man in 
the country on fire drills for schools 
and has published many articles on 
this subject, which have been of great 
benotlt to the schools of our country. 
One of his greatest achievements was 
the extinguishment of the biggest gas 
well flro the world ever knew. 
On 


June 15, 1917, a mammoth gas well at 
Monroe, Louisiana, had taken fire. For 
six days tho flames had defied fire and 
gas experts of three states." The well 
was flowing 40,000,000 cubic feet a day 
under a pressure of 1500 pounds, and 
the hopelessness of the situation la 
shown by the fact that much smaller 
gas well fires had frequently burned 
for years. 
The loss faced by the 


owners, tho OuachKa Natural Gas and 
Oil Co., was tremendous. 
They were 


at their wit's end. At last in desper- 
ation, they wired to New York and 
Chief Guerin rushed to Monroe on a 
special train. When he arrived ho found 
tho flames soaring and roaring skyward 
in a columnan eighth of a mile high. Thj 
company was considering the use of 
dynamite, hoping to cause a tremen- 
dous blast of air that would "blow" 
the fire out.

situation is rapidly growing worse, es- 
pecially in Petrograd 
and 
Moscow, 


where the populations are subsisting 
chiefly on tho potatoes which should 
be saved for the winter. 


Henry A. Laehrs, an American en- 


gineer and manufacturer who has rived 
for many years in Moscow, arrived in 
Stockholm yesterday with his fam- 
ily, having made the trip via Finland 
in 10 days. 
Mr. Laehrs says in Pot- 


'rograd. .the food situation is far worse 
than in Moscow. The Soviet in Pet- 
rograd has closed ajl markets and 
shops and will not allow any food to 
be sold privately.

according tn Mr. Laehrs. to put

its long-discussed plan of 


compelling all persons to eat in gov- 
ernment restaurants.

Travelers are not permitted to take 
baggage from Soviet Russia.

. loons and stores where liquor is sold 
within a half milo zone ot 
which

places in the two other zones, hav- 
ing as their centers, the Market street 
cartridge plant and 
the 
Lawrence 


street cartridge plant, must also close. 


If this order were received here it 


would mean that nearly all the first 
and fourth class licensees in the city 
would have to suspend business and 
it would mean .that practically every 
hotel in the city would have to stop 
liquor selling in all forms. 
The only 


licensed places not falling in the pale 
of these zones would be those located 
in Centralville. one Jn Fayette street, 
two in Salem street" between Decatur 
and Pawtueket streets and two in 
Broadway, beyond Willie street. 


Of the social clubs in the city which 


receive a liquor selling 
concession, 


nearly all of them would be

WASHINGTON, Oct. 9.—Why does it 


cost the United States so much moro 
to make war than it costs any of it3 
co-belligerents? 


What is being: done with the tens of 


billions being 
raised 
from L-lberty 


bonds and taxation? One often hears 
theso questions. 


The^answer Is not dliflcult- 
It i#r simply, that it costs an Amer- 


ican more to do everything than It 
costs anyone else in the world. That 
is the best reason 
why 
Americana 


should buy Liberty bonds. 


The American army is composed of 


ivorkinffinen. 
The American working 


man demands a higher standard of 
everything than any other working 
•nan in the world. When he becomes 
a soldier he carries that standard with 
him. 
and, comparatively, gets It. 


Napoleon said, and everybody ev*-r 


since has repeated, that an army trav- 
els on its stomach. So naturally the 
subsistence of. the American soldier 
comes flrst ~ftv .the long bill which is 
rapidly running to 550,000.000 a day. 


The regular ration list of the Ameri- 


can army calls for 49 different items 
of food. 
It includes many things 


which are luxuries to the soldiers of 
the foreign armies. 
At that, it only 


costs 32 cents a day to feed a soldier. 
The figure Is low because the govern- 


ment has the advantage of dealing in 
billions and tons where the individual 
deals in dollars and pounds. Even so. 
the army has felt the increased cost 
of living because' It costs only 12.S1 
cents a day to feed a soldier durjne 
tho Spanish war. 


Take into account tho almost stag- 


gering sums tho government has spent 
for food alone since the"war begun: 
537.000JOO worth of flour; 
$14.0UO,OOG 


I worth of sugar; $43.000.000 worth nt 
bacon; S12.000.000 uTorth of beans; 5S.- 
009,000 worth of canned tomatoes: $3.- 
000,000 worth of r:ce. It sounds al- 
most like a food b_ill for a nation. 


Without any disparagement whatever 


of the rationing of the co-belligerents 
it may be said that while the food of 
the British soldier compares favoidably 
with that oi his American cousin, tho 
French ration is less acceptable to the 
American 
and that of the Italians 


would get a cold reception.

The al- 
lies have accounted for over 250,000 
prisoners in that period, while the loss- 
es in killed and wounded, even accord- 
ing to German reports, which are never 
correct, have been very heavy. Most 
of the German prisoners recently taken 
were glad to surrender, having become 
utterly sick of the war and unwilling 
to be sacrificed to the ambition of the 
warlords.

These points have been tho 
jailers of Rheims for four years. Noget 
la Abbesse had been an 
observation 


point from which the

At 
the beginning- of the attack, the Amer- 
ican front extended from Fleville al- 
most, due south to the edge of the 
Argonne forest opposite Apreinont with 
the Aire river cutting through at about 
the center of the sc-ctor.
